and ar« said to fes tlie equal of the 
finest sorority houses at the state uni-

girls do live in fin<: houses, each as 
handsome and as ^xuriously fitted up 
as any college hall or dormitory.

These1 
rooms have steam heat, electric light 
and hot and cold water facilities. 


At meal times the girls eat in the 


great sorority house dining rooms, the 
best of cooks ;being provided for them, 
with uniformed waitresses, who serve 
the *food daintily in courses.

perior. 


Each housef besides being supplied
